'I'liis sounds \ery 
fine in theory, Init we ask our readers, how 
will it do in practice V If the 

• electors of every constituency in the pro- 
-viuoo took an unselfish and unsectiorml view 
-of the matter of representation, the electors 

of Victoria could safely alford l(> he unsel- 
fish and unsectional too. r.iit do th(^ elec- 
tors of the other constilneiicii-s ecjii-jider tlie 
question from a purely provincial point of 
view 1 Any one who reads the Vancouver 
■and the New Westminster newspapers can- 
not but conclude t h^ii niiiiiy of tlie electois 
of those towns are iiit( iL-i ly scllirili and sei'- 
tinual. Xew West niiii.-,ler, Woicouver rity 
iiiid the adjoining dislricl arc the wliolc of 
t)ie province in their eyes. According to 
them, representation must bo distributed 
according to tho claims imd the interests 
of tlie Lower Frasor. The Columbian 
makes redistribution the only question 
tcibejoonsidered at the [ioIIhou the Ihii leenth 
of next month. 'Die Ni.u s-,\(h rrtisur of 
A''ancouver is piii-tieularly liitlcr and di.'ter- 
ndiu'd on thi's i|Ue,slion. 'I'iii/ ,i.'ieat sin of 
the Hon. Mr. Kolisoii, and lliesin for wliieli 
there is no forgiveness in any constituency 
of the Lower Frascr, according to that 
sheet, is his making a (.■oiiiiiromise with re- 
spect to the dislriliiUioa of seals. 'I'liis 
Hpirit will uol dii: out after tlii! (■!er:ti(iii is 
over. It will he very uuieli alive, and lliost; 
whom it ii'.spircs will lie ready to take ad- 
vantage of any eirciimatanco that will, 
directly or indirectly, aid them in accom- 
plishing their ends. Seeing what is being 
aaid and done in New Westminster and 
Vancouver, is it wise for \'ictoria 
to do anything to strengthen the 
Iiands of the sectionalists of the 
Mainland ?

hardly think it would be wise in them to 
keep their hands in their pockets while they 
are in aci-owd armed with hludgeons.

They 
should remember that self-preservtttiou is 
tho iirst law of nature. 

Mr. Beaven took very good paro not to 
suggest any scheme ot roprcsontation. He 
found fault with the floveruuicnt's nionsurc, 
hut did not iiulicati; on what iiriiicilile 
a better one could be framed. He says that 
the new law has engendered sectioiiulisin. 
Why did he not show how tho representa- 
tion of the province oould bo divided so 
that the electors of every district and every 
section would be salisliedy Agitation on 
the Island would he quite as unpleasant and 
(jiiile as hurtful as agitation on the Main- 
land. We would like to see a plan of re- 
distribulion which in the present uncer- 
tainty as to poptdation would satisfy both 
Island and Mainland. Jf it should turn out 
when the census is taken chat the popula- 
tion of the Island is almost if not iiiiile as 
great as that of the .Mainland would lie, as 
.\lr. (Iianl piciposed, generously n.ake the 
.Mainland a present of three more mendjcra'^ 
We are quite sure that ho would find the 
task which Jlr. Robson performed alto- 
gether beyond his strength. If Mr. Rohson 
has eauseil a breeze, the scheme of redistri- 
bution without increase, which he appear.s to 
favor, would raise a cyclone. The ()|)posi- 
tion'a criticisms on the Government's re- 
distribution policy are extremely weak, and 
their action with regard to it is beyond 
doubt mischievous. 



which is that its members did not know 
what to do. They could not foresee how the 
Railway's Aid Rill would take in the 
country, 'und for fear of making a mistake 
they determined to wait until they found 
how the cat jumpefl.

THE WEAK OPPOSITION. 

Mr. Beaven made, in tho Victoria theatre, 
on Tuesday ovenitig, a pitiful and almost 
I pathetic appeal on behalf of tho Opposition, 
lie admitted that the Opposition in tho last 
Assembly was weak, and he failed very 
signally to show th il it was not imbecile. 
He had to aduiit that the ( )|)po-,itiou on one 
occasion, at least, in which its nicnihers 
considered it their duty to oppose a bill of 
very great importance, ullowed it to pass 
the second re.iding without o])])osit ion. 
"What could we do," he -said in cU'ect, 
"there were so few of us that any lliing we 
could say would In! of no avail'.'" 
It was surprising to hear a man 
of Mr. Beavou's intelligence and 
experience asking such a question as 
that. No one need tell him that it was the 
duty of the Opjiosition to oppose a nieasui e 
which they i;onsiilereil detrimental to the 
welfaie of the Province most streiiiuuisly 
in all its stages, and pai ticuhirly in its most 
important stage. The fewer they were in 
numbers, the more urgent was the necessity 
of protesting as emphatically as they were 
able. An Opposition of even two or three, 
if they are zealous, able and determined, 
can do a very great deal towards modifying 
the legislation of the country. One man 
can say all that he has to urge against a 
measure as well and oa effectively with five 
or six men at his back as if 
he had a hundred. Arguments and 
facts are as strong, and sometinies 
as effective, coming from one man as if they 
wore repeated and expanded by a dozen. 
All that can be urged against any ir.easnre or 
any policy can he said in a very few sen- 
tences. The pith of a long debate can be 
condensed into a paragraph. What ilr. 
Heaven or Mr. (jrant or .Mr. .Senilin ba<I to 
say against the principle of the Railways 
.•\id hill conlil be sai<l after .Mr. Robsoij sat 
down as eM'eJtively .is it couhl be said three 
or four days afterwards, and that Wiis the 
right time for tho Opposition to state their 
objections. We dnro say that Mr. Robson 
was surprised to iind that there was no one 
to answer what he had said in favor of the 
royalty at tln^ moment ami on 
the spot, and it is more than 
probable that he felt a con- 
tempt for his opponents on account of their 
slackness and their want of zeal. He had 
supported the measure bya vigorousspeoch, | 
expecting, no doubt, that it would be met ' 
by onei|uite as vi^nt-ous iron; the L'.'ader of j 
the Ojipiwitiuii. W li.ii thr l'|-einiei^ sat i 
dow.i his opponents had as much uniiiuuii- ! 
tion OS they would bo likely to have if they 
waited a mouth. AH that was wanted was 
the ability and the will to use it. But the [ 
Opposition possessed neither the one nor 
tho other. They allowed the opportunity 
to pass by unimproved. 

Tlic ndseraljle excuse that they wei c; 
iiKluecd to kci.'[i silent by ihe pro- 
mises of the .Attorney-tleneral is one thai 
an old parliamentarian should be ushumeit 
to make. When the Leader of the 0|)- 
pu<ition saw that the .\llnrney (.'eiieral 
wished to avoid a dehatt! he should have in- 
sisteil oil kei.'ping up the discussion. 'I'o 
remain silenl was to play into .Mi'. Oavil's 
li.inds. The truth is .Mi'. Rmvcii allowed 
liiniself to bo out-gonorulled by the Attorney j 
General. This is really what his confe.ssi(ui i 
and excuse auioiuit to. \Vhen tho bill was ' 
read the second time it was his duty to say ' 
M'hat was lo be s;.id agani^L it. If hi; had; 
spoken then ai,'aiiisl serlion l."i hi; could j 
with truth claim credit for the alteration 
that was afterwards made in that seotion. 
But both lie and the bold Mr. Grant were 
us inuto as mice at the critical time, 
and now, when they did not do what 
they could easily have d<inc, and what 
tliey ought to have done, they come foi-- 
ward and pitifully plead their numerical 
wcakiK's: . As our readers 800, numbers had 
nothing whatever to do with the matter. 
The weakness of the Opposition at that 
time was not a numerical weSkness, but a 
v.eakiicss of thi' heart and mind. They diil 
not jioi-sess courage and determination 
eno'igh to pursue the course which they 
now say was the right <ine. Who would be 
benefitted by iiicreaaiug the numhcra of 
such a ohioken-hearled, useloso Opposition 
as th.it ? 



TEE OPPOSITION'S RAILBOAD 
POLICY. 

The only |jart of the Op()i)silion's policy 
which has any claim t.i he cmisidered dis- 
tinctive is its railway eonslruclion policy. 
Mr. Beaven would liuve tho tioveriimenl 
build its own railways. He would make 
llm heads uf the departments railway direc- 
tors and railway projectors, and he w ould 
place in the hands of the Oovernment pat- 
ronage created l;y the conslrnction ami the 
operation of railwaj-s. The Ojiposilimi say 
that the public work is not too well done 
now, how would it he done then? .Mr. 
(iranl, who ia not exactly a model adminis- 
trator himself, us our civic affairs too plain- 
ly show, declares that tho Govcrninent can- 
not now resist the temptation to make a 
jjolitieal use of the public cxpciidilure, that, 
to use Ilia own words, it bribes the people 
with their own money. How would any 
government serve tJio country if it had 
thousands of dollars to spend where it has 
hundreds now, and if votes were to be 
bought all over tlu? country by giving eni- 
ployuicnl in one shape or another 
to (loverniiicnt .-^uppdrters '/ .According 
to ilie Op])ositioii's own theory the 
jnovince would, when it began riiilroad 
building, be the paradise of boodlers, large 
and small. I^Ir. Beaven might tell us that 
he and his friends would then he in ]iower, 
and thcit no iinprop^'r practices could be 
carried on. We ilo not desire to be at all 
oll'ciisive, or to hint that .Mr. i;cavcn is not 
a man of the very strictest integrity, when 
wo say that no party leader can change 
human nature, and that the party which 
starts out as the party of purity, when 
temptation ia placed in its way, » hen the 
opiiortunit.y of stealing from the public 
crib is placed before its niemhcrs, becomes 
in time as corrupt as circumstances permit 
it to bo. There have been too many in- 
stances of this in this country and on this 
tinent to leave room to doubt what the 
consciptence would ijc if the Oovcrnnient of 
British Columbia should bo so unwise us to 
enter upon the business of railway construc- 
tion. 

Resides, the Dominion Governn.ent has 
tried this experiment and found it to be an 
utter failure. The Inter-colonial Railway 
was built as a Government work and it has 

cost the people of this Dondnion a pretty 
pennj' to con>t riirt in llic lirst jilace and 
afterwards to operate. It is admitted that 
it could have been built by private enter- 
prise for a very great deal less money, and 
it has never yet really paid its own way. 

The Prince Edward Island railway was a 
( Jovcrimienl work. Ry a fool's or a knave's 
bargain the contractors were pcrniilted to 
locate ill.' mad n^, they plead; and lh..iigh 
it riui.s 1 hr.iiiLih a ..uinparalivcly level c.nni- 
try, il is as crooked as a corkscrew, ami tlie 
people were obliged to pay for many more 
miles of road tlian were necessary. This 
road, li)o/has never yet paid its workingex- 
peiises. 

The Diimiiiioii commenced to hilih! the 
('aiiadiaii I'.o'ilic as it ( loveroiiient « urk, 
but it was soon founil ihat the undertaking 
was greater than the Uoveninicnt, witli all 
its resources, could safclj' handle, and il 
was handi.'d over to a ]irivate compiiny. It 
i.-, hard to tell wli;it thai road w.ailil have 
cost 1 he coiinlrv if ilwas ri.niinucd as a 
(loverniiicnt woi^k or wliiit lo-,..e.i the 
tax-|)ayeis would have sustained in the at- 
tempt to operate it. It is quite certain lika 
whatever the mat-erial results might bavi; 
been, the road would have been a mon- 
strous engine of demoralization, private 
anil public. Mr. Boaven's railroad plank 
w ill, we lliiiik, bo pronounced rotten by all 
ihiiiUing men.

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CORPORAL rUNlSHJLENT. 

To THE Editok: — Tlio lutter of Jfr. 

r in this niuniiug's Colonisi' 
ca it cuss.'iry that tho facts of thu 
now notorious "Burkholder case" should 
bo. made pul lic. 1 would ask space for 
' lie f .lowiii correspoiidonco. 

Col. Wolfenden, Soo'y School Trus- 
tees:— Dkak Sut, 1 bug to iiokiiowludgo 
receipt of yours bciiu-ing iliito of iliiruh 
28tli ro Mr. Durkliolder's coiiipLiiiit, iind 
to lay tho full particulars boforo ilie 
, Board. Last Tuesday afternoon in ^eo- 
gruphy cluBs I asked klorbtirb Burkholder 
to poiiit oub fche mountiains of Europe (a 
- homo lesson) on the map. Ho said lio 
didn't know them. Hu is one of tlio 
oldest boys I have, and tells me lie has 
been in iho class four torma. 1 try al- 
ways to ))ush on ihoso who sooui to be 
hopelessly anchored in a ijnide, and on 
this occasion I told him ho should bo able 
to answer such a simplo question, that ho 
must have leArnod it over and over again 
in tho lower grades, etc. I then passed 
tho (|uestion on to tho next boy, telling 
Burkholder to keep his eye on tho 
map and try to pick it up from 
lledfern, tho boy who was answering. 
Upon this ho deliberately averted his 
head and looked tho other way. I re- 
peated my request once, ttt'lco, three 
times, and then ! tuld tlie boy that what 
I had asked liim U> do was reasiinable, 
and tliat 1 exijectud him to do it. lie 
then said "I'll learn it iifter .school, I 
won't look on tho map now!' This was 
the Urst shadow of disobedience in the 
class since I had tiikon charge of it, and 
tho second time only in uiy ten years' 
teaching experience that a pupil has re- 
fused point-blank to do as 1 asked. I 
gavo him two minutes (by the watch) to 
reverse his decision, anil then, getting a 
whip, I told hiiu I'd punisli hiui uiihl he 
changed his mind. He said lie wouldn't 
be punished by mo, that he would leave 
tho school first. I then sent for tho 
principal and exi)luined thi! situation to 
him, and he s:iiil, of course, thi'.t the boy 
must take his whijjping, and do as he was 
told. Tho boy saiil he would, and Mr. 
Halliday left. 1 then asked Burkholder 
to hold out Ilia hand, which ho did three 
tinios or twice, and thou became obstinate 
and refused positively to hold it out 
again. 1 told liiin I should whip him 
until he did hold it out, and, during tho 
process, he broke away and rushed from 
the room. Acting on advice of the prin- 
cipal, 1 wrote a note to the buy's mother, 
telling her that, if she wished tho boy to 
be received at the school again as a pupil, 
it would be necessary to send him back 
at ouce. Jlrs. Burkholder camo up to 
school, in answer to my note, and whexi 1 
told her all tho cirmmstaiices she thaidvcd 
mo for tho interest 1 took in the boy, 
apolosjized for the trouble ho had caused, 
and asked me to take hiui back. 
I said I would, but that lie mutt come 
prepared to lake tlio cousefiucnccs of 
leaving, as he he did, and she promised 
to send him next morning. Xext morn- 
ing Mr. Burkholder came up to school 
and asked if thu boy were there, i told 
him ho was n<jt, and the father said he 
had told tho boy to come buck, but tlial, 
evidently, he had run oil'. .Mr. Halliday, 
Mr. Burkholder and I then talked the 
matter over. Mr. Burkholder said, 
" that his boy's account of tho matter, 
given at homo, although in somo particu- 
lars difi'erent from mine, was not any 
more creditable to tho boy. That he was 
going to hunt up his son, and lake him in 
hand for defyinsj home authority in not 
returnmg to school, when scut; that he 
considered I was very lenient to bo 
willing to take the boy back under tho 
circumstJinces, and that he would, per- 
sonally, bring his son to school prepared 
to submit to what punishment 1 con- 
sidered tit to inflict." Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday passed, and no 
signs of tho culprit. Friday, after school, 
I went to Mrs. Burkholder to see what 
was tho matter, and, in the course of 
conversation, she told mo she didn't 
believe th;in I had hurt the boy, 
and that she couldn't blame mo for 
anything that had happened, but 
that they " c(;iiUlii't get the boy to 
conio back tu school; he jiositively refus- 
ed to go, and when a boy that size says 
he will not do a thing, you might as well 
leave )iiin alone." 1 told her that my offer 
of taking him back could only remain 
open a reas^ nable time and left. (Jii ar- 
riving honm I found, sir, y.ur communi- 
cation in reference to jlr. Burkholdor's 
complaint — which, after coming directly 
after my interview with jMih. liurkholder, 
surprisi;il me not a little. 1 iiiiiy say that 
my principal is in perfect sympathy with 
tlie course 1 liave taken ti:;ijiigliout, and 
that 1 myself, under similar circum- 
stances, could not act in any way dill'er- 
ently. Respectfully submitted,

The above sliows why tin; boy was pun- 
ished. Now, as to tiio e:aeiil of the 
puiiishnieiit, I wuuld state tliat iMr, 
Burkholder is correct when he claims that 
his boy was thoroughly whipi)cd. 1 
whipped him severely, just as severely as 1 
possibly could. But Jfr. I lurlt holder 
goes further and insists that I struck the 
boy upon the head — this is a mistake. 
It is within the range of possiliility tliat 
in throwing up his arms to avoid punish- 
ment ho may have been, as 1 have before 
st.^ted, "touched" u\>i>u tho head, if s j, 
it was only a touch, and causeil by tho 
boy himself. Every stroke inllicted was 
a severe ono and left a mark. If 1 had 
struck llie boy upon the head there would 
have been sometliing tu show for it, and 
I would have lieanl uf it from Mr. 15urk- 
h(ddor after his lirst interview witli liis 
boy. 

But Mr. Burklnddor then coiuleniiied his 
soil's conduct. It was oidy after the boy 
delicd lionie authority, refused to come to 
H 'iiool when sent by his father, and (as 
Mra. Burkholder informed me) ran away 
from home iind remained out all iiiglit 
that 1 heard anything about his beiiig 
Btruck u|)on tho head. Last Monday, i\[r. 
Burkholder and Alaster Burkholder camo 
u[) to school and asked to sou me. Mr. 
Burkholder stated that ho had been asked 
to bring his boy back. I didn't ask him. 
Who (lid However, he brought back the 
boy, and when he (tlie father) conimuncoil 
to talk about the "praiseworthy" (l) con- 
duct of his son I stopped hiiii at onco 
with "If that is tho opinion you hold of 
tho matter, and if you have inculcated 
those ideas in tho boy's mind, you had 
better take him homo ocain, I'll have 
none of him." I thtm told Mr. Burk- 
holder ploinly that the only oonditioni 



upon which I would lake back his boy 
were that ho would acknowledge that ho 
had been grossly disobedient, that ho had 
been justly punished, and that ho prom- 
ised implicit obedience in the future. I 
then loft Mr. Burkholder 'and Mr. Hay- 
ward in tho reception room, and, passing 
into my class-room, opened the Bonool as 
usual with prayer and i)roceoded to call 
tho roll when Mr. Burkholdbr said his 
sou had something to say to me; this was 
in the presence of Messrs. Burkholder, 
liayward and Halliday. 1 called the 
class to attention and invited the boy to 
make any stiitomont he had to make. 
He came up to tho desk and asked me if 
I had any questions to ask him. I said 
"No," and tho father, from tho door, re- 
plied, "Then, Herby, you nmy take 
your seat." 1 said "Certainly not, not 
while 1 am in charge of tliis room, 
except by my permission." 1 then re- 
minded tho class of tho circumstances 
under which Burkholder had loft the 
school, and, turning to the boy, 1 told 
him that when hu loft tho school-room 
without my permission I ceased to recog- 
nize him as a pupil of mine, and asked 
him if it was his wish to bo received 
again into tho school. He said it was. 
1 then told him that I would only take 
him back upon his expressing sorrow for 
tho trouble he had caused, promising 
imjilicit obedience for tho future, anil 
saying that he was prepared to submit 
(juietly to the consc(iiieiices of disobedi- 
ence, which he did. 1 told him then 
that he might take the scat 1 assigned 
him. Mr. I lalliday then addressed the 
class, tolling them that obedience wouM 
be exacteil from all, ami tliat, if neces- 
sary, ho would uphold mo always in 
punishing those who required it. 

In conclusion, air, I would state that in 
the matter, so far from shirking an in- 
vestigation, as staled by Mr, Burklioliler 
and Ur. Morrison, 1 more than once tijld 
both the secretary and the chairman of 
tho Board that 1 courted the fullest in- 
([uiry. The statonieiit that 1 "said in 
iMr. ^^'olfenden'8 oflioo that if au investi- 
gation took i)lace that I would tender my 
resiLTiiation," is untrue. Mr. Burkholder 
stated in that otiice that lie could bring 
other boys to corridiorate the word of his 
boy, and 1 at.ited that 1 had no intention 
of bringing any one to support my word, 
and tliat if my unsupported word was 
not considered convincing to the 
trustees that it would then bo their 
duty to ask iiie to resign. 
It was Ur. MorrisiMi, who, upon t'u' sub- 
committee's rejjort being ])ro.scntevl, 
secfiildod tho motion of i\Ir. Ilei.storiuao 
that no investigation was nccc-jsary. 
How ho in face of this can state in public 
print that I shirked inquiry I fail to see. 
I havo spent the last ten years of my life 
in tho school-room, and no one can truth- 
fully say that during that time in the 
school-ro(nn 1 have ever lost control I'i 
my temper or adiiressed a pupil angrily. 
Tho Rov. P. McF. INIacleod and others 
speak very decidedly on this matter of 
corporal punishment in schools. I would 
remind him and them that facts, like 
children, are stubborn things, and that 
we must treat with poor human nature as 
we Iind it, and not as we would ivish it to 
be. A])ologi/,iiig for thu necessary length

A CASE OF DISCIPLINE. 

To THE Editor: — I am sorry that Mr. 
Burkholder's letter of this morning niaki s 
it necessary to go somewhat fully into the 
details of tho unfortunate occurrence, 
and especially as ho ao very unfairly re- 
presents tho action of the School B(jard 
and of myself jiarticularly. 

Now, tirst with regard to the meeting 
of tlic special committee, at which Miss 
Cameron and Mr. Burkholder were pre- 
sent, and where each gavo a minute and 
particular account of the affair, and where 
Mr. Burkholder's language and bearing 
towards !Mi3s Camoron became unpleas- 
ant, and by way of making matters still 
UKjre disagreealde lie insisted niioii hav- 
ing Miss Cameron In-nuglit before the 
trustees. Both .Mr. NVolfendcn and 
myself then told Mr. Burkholder 
that, basing our opinion entirely upon his 
version of the affair, we felt that tho lad 
had received no more puiiisliinent than 
he deserved, anil that we would strongly 
advise tlie board again.st an investigation 
being held for the i)uri)030 of annoying 
the teacher, as we were (juitu satistied 
without it, and as investigations were to 
be deprecated on general grounds. 

On this being rep irted to the board, at 
its last meeting, accompanied by a de- 
mand from .Mr. Burkholder for an in- 
vestigation, the ffdlowing resolution was 
submitted by Mr. Hoisterman, seconded 
by Dr. Morrison, and carried unani- 
mously : 

" That, having hoard tho report of tho 
special committee apiiointod to meet Mr. 
liurkholder anil .Sliss Cameron, this 
iioard is of iiiiiniun that the investigation 
asked for is unnecessary." 

Now, with regard to thu return of young 
Burkholder to school, 1 cannot imavino 
up(jn what ground Mr. Burkholder 
bases tho "distinct uiidorstaiiding that 
the boy would repe.'it tho jiraiseworthy 
act," if occasion re(|iiiri'd. 

Miss (..'ameroii had most positively st;it- 
erl to Mr. BurklioUler, that the lad could 
only come bacli on condition of an ample 
apfdogy and promise of future obedience. 
I'lincipal Halliday, Mr. Burkholder, 
Master Burkholder and mj'self were pre- 
sent whei) school opened that morning. 
Pniyers having been said, Herbert Burk- 
holder advanced to tlie teacher's desk, 
enipiiring if Miss Cameron had any ipies- 
ti(ms to ask. The to.achor replied, "Ncj," 
thereupon Mr. Burkholder said "then tho 
boy can take his seat." "Certainly not," 
said Miss Camoron, and, commanding 
strict attention from tho wholo class, 
stated the only terms upon which he 
could bi; admitted, iind, eiii|uiriiig 
from Master Burkluihler wliether 
ho aL'iecd t(j those terms, received 
no answer. iMr. Burkholder then 
intimated that possibly tho boy did not 
understand the question. Miss Cameron 
then deliberately said: "Do you now ox- 
press regret for what has liccurred/" and 
tho answer came "\'es!" "Do you promise 
willing obedience for thu future, and are 
|)ropared to accept thu conscquoiicea of 
disoljedionce'/" and the answer camo 
'Yes!" Thereupon Mis.s Cameron kindly 
addressing him by his f.iiniliar Ohrisljian 
name, uasigned him his place in -liis olasB. 
Af tor u fow remarks by Principal Halli- 
day, endorsing , MiBB Oameronls efforts, 



and assuring her of his hearty support, 
tho routine work of tho day commenced. 

This matter, from its notm'iety, has bc- 
conm so important in its bearings ujion 
tho discipline of the school, that 
there nui«t bo no mistake abrmt 
the terms upon which tho lad camo 
back; and if Mr. Burkholder really be- 
lieves what he has written, that there 
was no apology or expression of contri- 
tion, or that the i)upilR entertain an idea 
that tho boy returns as a lioro having por- 
f(n-mcd a "|)raisewortliy act," then the 
apology and ])roiiiisus must be again 
given, and in such a way, as to leave no 
doubt upon the subject.

cuuip.u-atively liee trciin party spirit. He 
depreeatoa displays of oratory, which 
freiiueiitly in other countries have stood 
in tlie way of substantial and enduring 
benefits. 

Botveea January Isb and May lOth, 
I males and 93 females woro pr vented 
from secretlj' ^(oing aljroad from 
asaki, the females heing in process of ex- 
portation for ille{,'itimate purposes. 

Intlueu'/a at Shangliai is disappearing. 
Tho experiment of local govornmont in 
' Japan does not appear t» have been u 
success. 

Tho tea plantations at Otsu look well, 
the young shoots are well advanced, and 
experts agree that this year's crop of 
prime leaves will be exceptionally good. 

Mining regulations are about to he pro- 
mulgated in .fapan. 

Prince Komatsu is to be made com- 
mander-in-chief of I he .Japanese army. 

Indications of a small pox outbreak at 
Yoddo led tho authorities to bring pres- 
sure to bear upon parsuta to have their 
children vaccinated. 

A foreign loan is Bpoken of as a means 
of relieving .Japan from her tinancial diffi- 
culties, and foreign capitalists have otFer- 
ed to purchase redemption bonds to the 
amouiit (jf ten millions. 

In several districts tho tightness of 
money and the advanced cost of rice has 
compelled many growers to delay tho 
purchase of manure, so that their crops 
havo materially suQ'ered. An Imperial 
rescriiit has been ollicially published au- 
thorizing r.iio eniployniont of the Ceutral 
Famine Jielief Fuud for tho purpose of 
relieving the condition of tho rice mar- 
ket. The condition of affairs is thus put 
by the Daily Mail : — "Eighteen con- 
sumers out i f ever3' hundred liave to 
choose between giving a big price and 
dispensing with rice altogu'ther, while the 
remaining eighty-two have to be equally 
liberal or to put up Vith an insuOicient 
supply." 

In the Takyo criminal'court a man \vaa 
sentenced to three years' imprisonment 
with hard labor, to pay a line of 20 yen 
and to be under police supervision a year 
for having endeavored by silvering it to 
pass a small coin for one of higher 
value. 

The Japan Railway Company, at its 
annual meeting, paid a dividend at the 
rate of 11 per cent, per annum. 

On Ist April there were 68 female 
schools in Yeddo with 3,i>'20 pupils. 

Yeddo contains 5,867 ijualilicd vnters. 

Recently there have been immcnso 
numbers of >'isitors to .Japan, but owing 
to limited hotel accommodation many of 
them found themselves in a poor plight. 

Telephone exchanges are to be opened 
in Yeddo on July 1. 

Mr. Icliiki, a secretary of tho homo 
department, , has left for (lermany to 
study. 

In order to lower the price, tho Shimo- 
noseki rice exchange decided that the 
foreign article might bo quoted on the 
exchange lists. 

Tho law investigation committee of the 
judicial department of Japan has been 
abolished. 

A hundred carthijuakes wen; felt at 
Miyake Island during the tlirou d.'iy.i end- 
ed llJth April. Many houses wore do- 
stroyed. Tho experiences appear to 
have also been felt on other islands of tho 
Idsu group. Over thirty severe earth- 
quakes »vere felt on each of the throe 
days named. No live:) had been lost. 
There was a disastrous erujition on Mi- 
yal;e island in 187o, anil immediately it 
ceased tho volcano on Oshima Island 
again became active. 

A partial failure of tho .lapaneso wheat 
■crop is o.<i)ecied, i- being estimated at oO 
per cent, below the avL'iaL'u crop.

As compared with the previous numth 
these fiRures show a total decrcaso of yen 
089,735,282, of which yen 573,804,282 
reprosonts governnienb paper and yon 
115,931 bank notes. 

According to the Educational Depart 
ment there are in tho Empire 25,95;! ele- 
mentary -schools (of which 25,20,5 are 
government and (j5S private iustituiicms) 
5(i middle schools (of which 48 aro gov- 
ernment and S private institutions), 47 
normal schools, 01 kindergurtons (of 
which 73 aro sxovermnent and 18 private), 
and one university. The number of 
teachers is (19,247 (of whom 25,290 are 
males and ,'!,0i")7 females), and there are 
3,050,875 scholars. 

Tho .Sado mines, which aro imperial 
j)roporty, lurned out, during March, 
082.02 ounces of gold and 13,798.77 
ounces of silver.
